STEAM BAXING BUSINESS 


Mixing the Dough—Work of tho Dough 


Presser—Shoveling the Batch Into the 
Keel Oven—Cooking the Crackers—Pack- 
ing—Preparing Calces, Etc, 


Tho flrst step in tho manufacture of crack- 


ers, which is by far the most extensive branch 
of the steam baking business, is to mix tho 
dough. A half barrel or so of flour is dumped 
into a wooden vat and lard, yeast, salt and 
possibly one or two other ingredients to vary 
the grade of Hie manufactured product, are 
mixed with the mass. Several buckets of 
water ore thrown in, and a whito aproned 
tneador, with a square canvas baker's cap on 
his head, rolls up his sleeves to tho armpits 
and pitches in. When ho has agitated tho 
mass suflleiently it is allowed to stand over 
light nnd "rise." Not only one, but a num- 
ber of vats are fllled with embryonic crack- 
ers and left to ferment in the samo wa}r.

The process of division is very simple. Tho 


dough is forced under a roller, which presses 
it to the proper thickness and runs it under 
a stamper worked by swam. Tho stamper 
cuts the flat cako into squares and donts tho 
surface with a number of littlo depressions. 
Tho flrm name of tho proprietors of tho 
factory is also stamped upon tho top. The 
thin ribbons of surplus dough which run 
along tho margin of tho batch are removed 
by the hands of two small boys who occupy 
scats by tho machine. 


The next process is to shovel it into tho 


ovon. Tire reel oveu is tho variety most used 
for baking crackers, which are considered a 
comparatively coarse product. An immcnso 
pair of wheels connected by transverse bars 
of t-on ore suspended ovor a seething brick 
furnace in such a manner as to bo easily re- 
volved by tho hand of an operator. A uum- 
ber'of huge flat shoots of iron are suspended 
from the transverse rods somewhat after tho 
fashion of a scale-pan hanging from a beam's 
end. Ono of the sheets is kept constantly at 
the mouth of tho aperture iu tho sida of'the 
oven where tho unbaked crackers uro to bo 
put in for baking.

and pressed dough, and placing it 
the cut 
upon the iron sheet, suddenly withdraws" it 
Tins process is repeated until tho sheet is 
filled, whon a turn of tho wheel shoots it out 
over the heated coals in the furnace, and at 
tho samo timo brings tho next sheet, whose 
freight has boon cooking for some timo and 
is now entirely done befuro tho mouth of tho 
orifice. A huge wooden rako. operated by 
hand, pulls tho crackers off into the baskets, 
where tho force of tliefall breaks the thia 
strips of brittle broad which bind them to- 
gether, and they aro full fledged, ready baked 
crackers. 


If the crackers wero packed into boxes im- 


mediately after being raked from tho oven, 
thoy would "sweat" and retain, an enlarged 
thickness given them by tho excessive heat. 
So thoy are dumped upon largo, flat counters 
to dry before they are put into the labeled 
boxes or barrels iu which they are sold. This 
is the usual process employed in tho manu- 
facture of crackers. In somo of tho larger 
factories they are raked off when cooled into 
troughs with sliding bottoms, which empty 
them into chutes by which they aro conveyed 
up or down stairs. Nearly all of tho reel 
ovens have tho samo capacity. Twelvo flat 
sheets are the usual complement, and each 
sheet is just large enough to contain six rows 
of seventy-two crackers each. Each row is a 
spadeful. 
Each oven, therefore, contains 


1,681 crackers baking at ono time. The largo 
houses have from threo to five ovens. H 
theso ovens arc operated, the number baking 
nt ono time would bo 5,753. 


Tko finest grades of cakes, such as maca- 


roons, citron, cream and jelly rol's, are too 
delicate to bo trusted always to ruel ovens, 
and iu many factories aro baked in tho oid 
fashioned Dutch affairs, which impart such 
a delicious flavor to tho cooking of our grand- 
mothers.

iron or steel is now used will bo made cf 
aluminum as soon as that substance is pro- 
duced cheaply and plentifully. 


It is only a question of time now when 


that result will be reached. It is tho most 
plentiful metal in tho world, as it occurs in 
common clay, and tho trouble has been, and 
is, to isolate it cheaply. 
It is hgjjt, tough 


and strong, easily worked, and better 
adapted to the needs of civilization than any 
other similar material. When it can bo 
made for tbo samo price as iron you will seo 
all the iron foundries close up or go to work- 
ing it—and within a decade that result will 
bo reached. You may bo certain that tho 
skeleton of coming civilization will be mods 
oj aluminum.—Chicago News.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE WONDER- 


FUL IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 


Tlio Rlnvo I'molhiilly I'liknonn In Thto 


Country Fifty \'<>am Ago—Llltlrflvlu"* 
Crudn Invention—Davy'* DUcavrrj—The 
Favorite Styles of Today. 


What nowadays appears as a prime neces- 


sity of life w«s practically unknown iu thli 
country 
fifty yoars ago. 
A goal many 


people nro still alive who will remember the 
first introduction of tlio stove to an A mcrican 
audience. It is true there wero stovos in 
this country ojL-on in 
unto-ruvoliilioimry 


timns, but they were imported from ICiiropo; 
thoy wore clumsy and unsatisfactory, ac- 
cording to our notions of today, nnd they 
were fo«v and far between. Just about llfty 
years ago stoves—cooking and heating staves 
—flrst lioganto bo generally used. That, woi 
whon Americans begun to make stoves for 
tho homo market. And liow modest were 
theso beginnings I Tho cooking stove fii-st in 
voguo was a sort of |»t, covered, and hot 
ashes wore used to flll tho pan, and thus the 
baking nnd tho roasting was done. 
The 


"Dutch ovens" of that timo were certainly 
simple enough. Tlion camo tho "step stoves," 
bnviug two steps on them, very freo-and- 
easy affairs. 


Tho first parlor stoves, too, camo into use 


about fifty years ago. Tho flrst and largest 
salo mado of these were so called surface burn- 
ers. Thoy continued to bo popular for about 
a score of years, and wore then thought tho 
acme of perfection in stove construction. 
Then they began to l» displaced by tho self 
feeding burners, first Introduced thirty yoars 
ago. Dennis Littleflold in Albany, N. Y., 
took tho initiative in this ros|x>ct Ho called 
thcui "railroad heaters" and they were, for a 
spell, mainly used in railroad depots and on 
trams. Littlcflcld got a big reputation on 
tho strength of this stove, and mado, what 
was oven of more Importance to him, a big 
pile of money by their manufacture. It was 
thought at that time, and for years after, 
that this stove (which was a rather clumsy 
affair at best) was bis own invention, and ho 
got much credit for it. But one day a young 
man in Albany, employed in a rival estab- 
lishment, when searching through tho libra- 
ries, came across a foreign book in which 
were drawings of u stove similar In construc- 
tion, only more jierfeet and handsome than 
Littlefleld's. He told his employers about it, 
nnd they, quickly and witiiout letting any- 
body become tho wiper, sot about manufac- 
turing bolter nnd more iwrfect stovos than 
Littlefleld's. They wero sued and in court 
thoy told of their discovery. They went on 
making their stoves then without lot or 
hindrance. Tho Don mado a big fortune.. 
From that timo on ono small improvement 
after another baa becn mode in stovo build- 
ing, but in tho main tho stovo of today is just 
what it was thirty years ago. 


The genesis of tho modern stovo goes back 


to tho days of Bjr Humphrey Davy. Coal 
was something new aud untried then. Ex- 
plosions with deadly results in the collieries 
wero things of daily occurrence. Only soft 
coal was known as fuel, and several big com- 
panies had bankrupted themselves in tho 
vain endeavor to introduce hard coal as fuel 
Thou it was that tho English parliament 
mado a liberal 
appropriation for the 


purpose of having Sir Humphrey Davy, 
the eminent chemist and Inventor, ascertain 
tho exact properties ct coal. 
His safety 


lamp, to be used iu mines for the prevention 
of explosions, was one result aud tho parent 
of tho stove of today was another. 


Tho gas stovo is as yet in its infancy. The 


theory of scientific, men is, of courso, that 
fuel reduced to gas and then used for heat- 
ing purposes is really the most economical 
way of utilizing fuel. But, practically, this 
theory has not yet Ijeeu demonstrated. Tho 
gas companies mako the gas and charge 
much more for it than it is reoll^ worth. 
Again, many of the gas heaters are bad in a 
sanitary HCIISO, as thuy constantly rob the 
air iu tho room of its oxygon, a most indis- 
pensable element, without replacing it la 
any way. Thus, practically, the gas stovo is 
still a thing of the future. 


But what a variety of coal stoves there 


are! 
Tlio ware rooms oil Lake street which 


tho reporter visited contained alono about 60(» 
varieties, and thoro are hundreds moro 
which wero not there represented. Ik-gin- 
ning with tho best and most high priced, tho 
self feeders, they aro now mado so as to suit 
all tastes and nearly all pocket books. When 
first introduced, about thirty years ago, 
they wore round In shape. Then tho back 
part of tho stove Wgau to swell out, so as to 
put ascending and descending flues In and 
to fit them with double bottoms. 
In this 


way tho radiating surfaco for the boat was 
increased and tho heating capacity of tho 
stove heightened. 
Some five or six years 


ago the square stoves of tho same pattern 
were introduced. 
They flrst come out in 


New England. They wero square In shape 
and had a square chamber. This style socms 
to havo originated so as to correspond with 
tho change m fashion in furniture. 
Ttiis 


class of stovo hod, however, but a short run. 
It was followed by a modification In stylej 
leaving tho stovo itself still square, or nearly 
so, but making the flro chamber ugum oval 
or round. 


Another kind of stove is the "surfaco 


burner." It is not self feeding, but a base 
heating and surface burning stovo. In New 
England, where ]xx>plo practice economy 
more scientifically and consistently than we 
people of tho west, this stove is considered 
tho most economical—1. c., giviug tho great- 
est beat for tho amount of fuel consumed. 
This stylo of stovo is usually mado with a 
cost iron bate, square, with rounded corners, 
double bottom, tho upj<er part of shoot iron, 
lower i/art lined with cylinder brick, making 
tho fire part very strong nnd durable, and 
giving much radiating surfaco. 


A cheaper kind of Btovo is mado, known to 


the trade as tho cylinder stovo. The bottom 
and ash pot of this stove arc made of cast 
iron, while the body of the stovo is formed of 
sheet iron in n cylindrical shape. The bottom 
is used for a fire chamber and Is brick lined. 
Tills stove is cheaper, because there is no 
diving duo and no double bottom—simply a 
direct draught. This stove, though cheaper 
in cost, is not so economical. It is, however, 
a very good ventilator, and Is, perhaps, on 
that account the most appropriate stove for 
places whore many people usually assemble, 
such as depots, public halls, saloons, etc. Tho 
cost iron cylinder or camion stoves are used 
in tho west mostly for soft coal They heat 
very quickly and are durable, besides being 
cheap. 
Then there are tbe wood heaters, 


which aro mode in great variety and at every 
price.—Chicago Herald. 


Employes of the Railroads. 


Tho employes of the railroads are a world 


•vithm themselves, having griefs, ambitions, 
hopes and rewards that are familiar and yot 
they are divided into little world, of their 
own. 
For instance, a young man entering 


tho clerical department lives to become a 
chief clerk, an auditor, treasurer, or other 
fiscal officer. Tho locomotive fireman be- 
comes in timo an engineer. The freight 
brakeman expect* to become a freight con- 
ductor, and the freight conductor looks for- 
ward to tho day when be will runa passenger 
train. Tho passenger brakeman readily be- 
comes a freight conductor. The engineer er- 
pects some day to be master mechanic. Th« 
passenger conductor may become a master 
of transportation. The switchman develops 
into a yardmaster, and then perhaps a di- 
vision superintendent. The lines are broadly 
drawn. Tho Instances of men rising 
the brakes to tho superfjitcndency and pr si-

TARLT MODES or EXECUTION. 


Hanging is a very old institution. Tho 


earliost f urm of tho gallows was undoubtedly 
a stout tree and a convenient limb, and thoy 
seem to liave retained their popularity over 
since thu hanging of Ai by Joshua, as re- 
corded in tho Biblo. 


Hangini; was used and known by the Eng- 


lish in the Tnirtoontl century. They proba- 
bly got it from tho French. It is recorded 
by a French historian in 1343 that a knight, 
Tthohad l«on Judicially put to death, was 
hung on the gibbet after tho breath hod left 
his body. Tho first use of tho primitive gal- 
lows seern to havo boon to exhibit the body 
after death. The first gibbet used in Eng- 
land to expose criminals was in tho roign of 
Henry III. Tho first to bo executed by tho 
drop was Earl Ferrers, May 6, 17CO. After 
his arms had been secured by a black sash 
and a common halter passed around his cock, 
ho mounted a part of tho scaffold eighteen 
inches above tho rest, and tho signal being 
given by tbo sheriff that part of tho floor 
sank under him to a level with tho rest, and 
he remained with nothing to stand on. 


It seems to bo fairly settled that sensation, 


reflection and mental horror accompany tho 
physical tortures of those who aro in tho net 
of strangulating. Examples are frequent of 
those who commit suicide by hanging r.t- 
tempting to regaiL their foothold, flnduj£ 
tho tortures of strangulation greater thnn 
ttey had conceived. 
It is reported of a 


woman, t xecuted in 1860, "that tho ropo 
slipped her cap partially from her face, and 
whiio hanging at the halter's end, by a 
mighty ell art she put up one of her hands 
sufficiently todravrH down again over her 
distorted features."

Old Tlnio Scotch Horrors. 


In the reign of James I. of Scotland them 


was born in East Lothia. o village a few miles 
from Edinburgh, Sawnny Beane, the son of 
poor but hard working people. 
Evincing 


from boyhood n hatred of all labor, and dis- 
playing every kind of vicious quality, ho at an 
early ago abandoned his home and fled to 
Galloway. 
Ho was accompanied by a fit 


companion for his crimes in tho person 
of a young woman, a native 
of the 


same village. Tho homo of this pair was in 
a cave of about a mile in length and of con- 
siderable breadth, tho mouth of which was 
washed by the sea, the tide sometimes pene- 
trating tiie cave a distance of SOO yards. Tho 
victims were waylaid under cover of night 
on their way from country faira, or, in the 
case of isolated travelers across the country, 
wero openly attacked in daylight. The same 
soul sickening mutilation was inflicted ia 
each case; tho abdomen was cut open and 
the entrails dragged out and tho body carried 
to tho cave. To prevent detection they mur- 
dered every traveler they robbed, and for 
years they continued their horrible calling. 
In this manner, the chronicler tells us, they 
lived until they had eight sous and six 
daughters, eighteen grandsons and four- 
teen granddaughters—all the offspring of in- 
cest. After a long career of murder the 
gang wero captured by King James, who, 
roused to action by tho loug immunity of the 
criminals from detection, headed a body ol 
troops and succeeded with bloodhounds ia 
unearthing from tho cavo the whole vila 
tribe, tq whom was meted out a death agree- 
able with tho life they had led. The men, 
eays the historian, had their entrails thrown 
into tho 3i-e, their hands and legs were sev- 
ered froui their bodies, and they were per- 
mitted to t)leed to death. Tho mother of tin 
whole crefl\ tho daughters and grandchil- 
dren, after being spectators of the death ol 
the men, wero cast into three separate fires 
and consumed to ashes.—Pall Hall Gazette,

I'IIOTECTBD.— The Su- 


prernc Court of Ihe United Slates, through 
Chief Justice Fuller, has rendered an opin- 
ion ot unusual interest to holders of life in- 
surance policies. Thomas L. Hume, of the 
District of Columbia, died in 1881, totally 
insolvent, but leaving §33,000 in life insur- 
ance policies. 
Tho policies were by their 


terms payable cither to the widow or child- 
ren of the deceased. 
The administrators 


inil crc.luors of Hume's estate sought to 
lorce application of the proceeds ot the poli- 
cies to tbe payment of the debts due the 
creditors, on tin-ground that Ihe premiums 
paid by llumc were n fraudulent transfer of 
an 
iiiMjlvcnt'i, estate and void as against 


ercd:;ors, and that consc<jncutly the pro- 
ceecls ot the policies should inure to the ben- 
efit ot Hume s estate, and not to the benefi- 
ciarics named in the policies. The Supreme 
Court holds Hint Iho beneficiaries are enti- 
tled lo the proceeds of all the policies with 
out any deduction whatever on account o 
premiums paid, holding (bat a husband and 
father has a full right to insure his life in 
tlie interest of his wife and children, and 
that where such policies are effected in the 
name of the beneficiaries they are no par 
of the estae of a deceased insolvent and 
therefore, can not be regarded as a fraudu- 
lent assignment of any part of his estate 
when so effected.

pie 110<|ulre Hucfi Experience. 


Tho process of making common yellow 


straw paper and straw pulp, although seem- 
ingly simple, requires exact knowledge and 
experience. The cheapness of tlie straw must 
lot be exclusively considered, but the quality, 
is not only tho quality ot tha paper, but tho 
amount, depends upon it. Out of good, clean 
*traw 80 per cent, of paper or pulp can be ob- 
tained,while a poorer grade will yield scarcely 
SO per cent. 


Tho Papier Zoitnng, in a recent number, 


describes tho various processes which diiler- 
eut German makers use, and wo give the arti- j 
2le in condensed form : Old factories cook tho 
straw, uncut, iu ivoodcn stationary vats with- ! 
uut pressure. The straw is put in by layers, I 
well packed down and a sufficient amount of 
10-15 
per cent, limo added, the lime being pre- 


viously slaked and cleaned. Tho vat is then 
Illled with water,covered, and steam applied, 
pciiotrnting from below, which will cause the 
iiftss to boil in. two or three hours. 


Tho boiling lasts four or ti^o hours, and 


then the mass is allowed to cool slowly. It is 
then put in a hollander and washed before tho 
boating rollers are lowered and the grinding 
done. In larger and newer factories tho straw 
is cut into short lengths before cooking, and 
a cylindrical or round pressure kettle is used 
for tho latter process. Lime in tho form of 
milk of lime is used and a atoam pressure of 
tour or live atmospheres is applied. Tho 
duration of tho cooking vanes from two to 
ten hours. 


In many factories tho cooked straw is 


pussod through tho grinder boforo being put 
in tho Hollander, which crushes the knots Iu 
the stalks, but tho fibers are hurt so that the 
paper made by this process has never tho 
firmness and tenacity of that made In the 
wooden vats. Tho grinder makes air-dried 
pulp too greasy, so that it warps and cannot 
bo used in bookbinding and cartoon making. 


Straw has fine, weak fibers, uiid they should 


bo kept as long as possible. The best ma- 
3liiuo to produce flat-lying, smooth, firm pulp 
's a hollander, built in its several parts prop- 
erly for this work, and tho miller should 
understand tho business. Tho best stud aud 
llrm, kuot-froo paper can then be made in 
double quantities with the least power. It is 
aighly requisite that the paper bo well pressed 
and dried on tho cylinders of the press and 
that the "ovorclotli" bo neither too dry nor 
toe damp. A clean cloth does not adiiere to 
She paper. Limo or clay is otten taken to 
saturate the cloth, but in using clay or china 
clay the starchy paste often mixes with the 
pulp. Thcro is nothing bettor to make thin 
paper from woak, fibrous stuffs, like straw 
and wood pulps, than tho usual paper 
machine, because the paper leaves the drying 
cylinder with a dried surface and then it can 
bo passed through tho cutter by hand to tho 
reelor or rolling machine. The side of tho 
paper next tho cylinder is smooth like glass 
the reverse rough. 


The papor when very thin often Is charged 


with electricity in tho outer edges, so that it 
will not cut oil both the circular knives, but 
this is afterward done by the cutting machine. 
The straw paper machine is not suitable for 
heavy paper of more than fifty grammes to 
the square meter. The long sieve machine 
s specially adapted, because the drying sur- 
face of tho cylinder is groator. Much brawn 
and green straw paper is used. The brown 
is made by adding, before tho cooking o£ the 
straw, fi-10 por cent, of sulphate of iron, 
which will make cheap wrapping papers.hard 
and tenacious. This sulphato of iron adds 
from S to 5 per cent, to the weight of 
the paper and forms with the lime sulphate 
of calcium and oxido of iron or rust, and 
this latter does tho coloring. 


Green straw paper is much used to;1 wrap- 


ping of fire boxes. The best bleached fiber is 
used and the color obtained by 3 per 
cent, of extract of logwood and 
3 per 


cent, of blue vitriol. The coloring matter is 
rather dear, but thore is nono better or 
cheaper. All those processes are those used 
in tho making of tho choaper grades of straw 
paper, because limo cannot wholly free the 
liber from Incrusting and cementing matters. 
This is principally done by caustic soda, 
which gives a pure cellulose.—Paper World. 


A Young Commander. 


Commander Caspar F. Goodrich, of the 


United States Torpedo Station at Newport, on 
whom Yale University has just conferred tho 
degree of M.A., is one of the youngest officers 
of his rank in tho Navy. His career has boon 
marked by successful attainment and bril- 
liant promise. Of distinguished Connecticut 
ancestry, his preparation for Yalo was aban- 
doned for a course at Annapolis, where ho 
was graduated valedictorian of the largest 
class which ever entered the academy. Since 
graduating he has beon detailed by the Gov- 
ernment for various important duties. His 
official report of the English-Egyptian war of 
1382 
has been adopted as tho authority by the 


leading nations of Europe.—Exchange.

•Piercing the Neck at an Eagle When 


Only a. Speck In the Sky. 


Tho crack shot in the llocky Mountains was 


Kit Carson, and many are the stories told 011 
tho frontier of his quick ojo and unerring 
aim. There will never bo another Kit Carson, 
for there is no longer a great and unknown 
wilderness to developo men ot his peculiar 
typo. Occtisionally now you will find in the 
West gray-haired, sturdy all pioneers who 
know Carson iu his prime, when the aim of 
his riflo meant death, for ho was often heard 
to nay: "I can kill as far as my riflo can 
carry." 


Capt. L. W. Cutler, one of tho proprietors 


of tho Denver Field and Farm, was a "Fifty- 
ninor" and know Carson well, and in a recent 
conversation related an Incident in the life of 
the old hunter and scout which showed his 
wonderful skill with the rifle, and tho story 
as told me by Ciipt. Cutler probably recalls 
as Hno a shot as Kit Cnrson ever made, and 
of which the captain was un eye-witness. It 
was In tho spring of 1808, and Capt. Cut- 
ler, then a Deputy United States Marshal, 
was en route to old Fort Bent, below Pueblo, 
this stole. The country was sparsely settled, 
only here and there finding a small settle- 
ment along tho Arkansas Hiver, which hu was 
following. He was traveling alone ou horse- 
back, nnd on the second morning ot his 
journey broke camp very early, starting out 
lit dawn. He had followed the course of the 
river somo distance, when, just at sunrise, 
the loneliness of his journey was relieved by 
the sight of a cabin In a heavy growth ot oot- 
tonwoods on ihe bank of tho Arkansas. 


Just at this moment ho saw a monster 


Rocky Mountain oagle darting down almost 
wfth the rapidity of lightning. 
Near tlio 


cabin was a corral in which were a large num- 
ber of sheep, and thither the great eagle was 
bent for prey. 
Kolning up his horse, tho 


captain awaited the result. There was a wild 
bleating and a rapid flight of tho sheep, but 
a moment later tlio eagle rose from the corral, 
bearing a large lamb with it. 
The lamb did 


not seem to impede its flight in tho least, and 
tho great strength of tho eagle can readily be 
discerned by it.s breaking some branches near 
the top of tan trees by the fearful stroke of 
its wings. Upward and upward it soured, 
the courso of its flight being not far from tiiu 
perpendicular. 


At this moment a woman camo out of tho

as 1803! I)y this time the eagle was soaring 
high, with its courso over the river. 
To the 


captain it was becoming mere liko a dfirk 
epock in tho iiky, and when lie sa\v the ninn 
raise his riflo to shoot he said to himself: "1 
wonder what fool isgoin^to try and shoot 
tliat eagle." But hardly had he mutterud the 
exclamation till there was a Hash from tho 
riflo. Only a second had the man looked 
toward tho eagle, and the stock of the rille 
had hardly readied his shoulder bol'ore he 
fired.

dead, the talons of one leg still buried in the 
back of the lamb.which weighed about twenty 
pounds. Upturning lo thu cabin the captain 
said: "The eagle was shot through tho 
throat." 


"The throat I" said Cirsm "Well tiie eaglij 


was so far away it was hard lo judge the di.-- 
tunco. I shot at its head by aiming a little 
above, it. I sliouM have aimed liuU an inel* 
higher."—St. Paul Globe.
